It was Russia that, warned Bulgaria 


not to join Germany and Italy.1 


It wns Russia's refusal to join the 


Axis herself that gave Greece cour- 
ngc to oppose 
Italy's attempt to 


march across Greek soil to reach 
the Suez canal. Had Russia given 
the word Greece must have capitulat- 
ed without firing n shot. 


But Russia apparently lias told both 


Greece and Turkey that she is satis- 
fied with mailers as they now stand 
in the Balkans, That leaves Greece 
and Turkey free to fight Italy — and 
it means Germany can't go to Italy's 
aid without bringing Russia into the 
war against the Axis. 


All this is new to our generation 


of newspaper readers. 


For hundreds of years the balance 


of power in Europe was held by Eng- 
land. On the one hand there would 
be France; on the other hand there 
would be cither Russia, the Holy Ro- 
man Empire, or, in more modern 
times, Germany — and with these forc- 
es splitting up continental Europe the 
balance of power was held by Eng- 
land, a tight: little island with the 
world's mightiest fleet. 


But one of the great factors on 


the continent, Fiance, is smashed, and 
today England, instead of holding the 
balance of power, finds herself en- 
gaged in mortal comfiat with a sin- 
gle continental enemy— and the mid- 
dle party whose influence might throw 
the decision one way or the other 
today is Russia. 


Russia-isn't altogether admirable to 


our Western eyes. But we are deal- 
ing now with the realities of empire. 
And Russia apparently is responding 
in the same manner as any other em- 
pire. Russia seems to think the Axis 
is expanding too fast. Russia today 
is speaking warmly of Britain. Rus- 
sia today is warning small Balkan na- 
tions to keep away from the Axis. 


What- we arc seeing is the begin- 


ning of operations by the new balance 
of power in Europe — Russia— a story 
whose end no man csn tell.

Flu Creeps 
Up Again 


Public Health 
Service Watches 
Chart Sharply

WASHINGTON-The Public Health 


Service is watching sharply a rising 
curve on the nation's influenza chart. 


New .cases of flu. are being report- 


ed at a rate 13 per cent higher than 
average—85G new cases for the week 
ending October 26 compared with a 
756 median for the corresponding week 
over the last five years. 


Officials say there is no cause as 


yet for national alarm but that the 
situatio ncalls for close observance, 
particularly during November, usual- 
ly the epidemic-indicator month.. In 
the 1928-1929 epidemic, the curve of 
new cases rose almost vertically in 
November. 


Watch New Vaccine 


Health authorities have been heart- 


ened by the development of a pros- 
ective new weapon in the fight on the 
sneczc-chill-ache malady. A vaccine, 
reported to have shown experimental- 
ly a high degree of protection against 
influenza, recently was produced in 
the laboratories of the Rockefeller 
foundation. 


Army and Navy medical officers are 


keenly interested in the new vaccine 
consisting of flu viruses and strains 
of distemper. In the 1918 epidemic 
nearly half a million persons, includ- 
ing thousands of men in the military 
service, died of flu and flu-induced 
pneumonia. 


This year's cases in the states, as 


well as 100,000 last summer in Puorto 
Rico and 7,000 in Hawaii, have been of 
a comparatively mild type. 
Health 


authorities warn, however, that all 
cases should be regarded as potentially 
serious, because of the danger of com- 
plications.

It is 
chiefly concerned with keeping Ital- 
ian-Americans in line. Co-operating 
with the consuls, it threatens With 
Mussolini's vengeace such Americans 
of Italian birth as do not follow the 
Fascist party line. 


Here's a sample of ho wthat works, 


from the records of the Dies com- 
mittee: 


Back in 1937 an Italian miner nam- 


ed Gavino Pellani of Nettleton, Pa., 
had been helping collect money for 
the relief of Spanish loyalists. He 
got a letter from the Italian consul 
in Johnstown, Pa., Angelo V. Jan- 
nelli, ordering him to visit the con- 
sulate. Unable to go himself, Pellani 
sent his wife. Consul Jannelli 
an- 


nounced that Pellani's activities must 
stop. Mrs, Pellani retorted that her 
husband was an American citizen and 
didn't have to take orders from Ital- 
ian consuls. 


Thereupon, according to her testi- 


mony, Jannelli announced that 
he 


would have her husband's citizenship 
papers revoked and get him deported 
back to Italy. Then he added that 
he would "make trouble" for her 
relatives in Italy, asserting: 


"I know the place you come from 


in the old country. The Italian gov- 
ernment can watch you in this country 
and watch your mother in the old 
coutry."

Consuls Called "Spearheads" 


There are some 5,000,000 persons of 


Italian ancestry in America. Most of 
them have come over since 1905, or 
have been born of persons who came 
over since 1900 By Mussolini's orders, 
ell of them—even those born in Amer- 
ica—are considered Italian citizens by 
the Fascist government. Most of them 
have near relatives in Italy. For the 
most part, they live in America in 
more or less distinct sections. They 
are consequently easily reached—and 
the Fascists have an elaborate set- 
up to do the reaching. 


According to Dies committee testi- 


mony, there are today 
somewhere 


between 10,000 and 25,000 actual mem- 
bers of the Fascist party in America. 
They support more than 200 different 
organizations, which enjoy a certain 
measure of public support from at 
least 100,000 more Italian-Americans. 


Propaganda designed to wean the 


Italian-American's, loyalty away from 
Uncle S'am and back to Mussolini 
is one of the chief reasons for the 
existence of these organizations. They 
hold innumerable semi-public or clos- 
ed meetings, which are often 
ad- 


dressed by Italian consuls—who, in 
Martin Dies' words, "constitute the 
very spearhead of Fascist activity" in 
this country. 


Top man for al lof this activity is 


Salvatore Do Cicco, in Rome. As a 
member of the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, lie has supervision over all 
Fascist groups abroad. 


Top man in the United States is 


generally believed to be Gaetano Vec- 
chictti, Italian consul-general in New 
York. Also high in the Fascist hier- 
archy in tin's country, and reputed 
head of the American Fascist party, 
is Domenico Trombetta, publisher of 
the newspaper "11 Grido della Stir- 
pe," in New York. Trombetta's pa- 
per publishes ail messages sent out 
by the Division of the Italians Abroad 
of the Italian Foreign Office; it also 
prints tile official orders to members 
oi' the Fascist party in the United 
Stales. 


Director of the Fiiscist attempt to 


nold Italian-American youth to Mus- 
solini's pattern is Prof. Mario Giani, 
director of the Dante Alighcri So- 
ciety, an educational and cultural or- 
;anization with headquarters in New 
York.

tween these bonfires. Those dif- 
frences mean much to America. 
* 


In the Berlin bonfires the flames 


'licked at books snatched from lib- 
raries by zealous young Storm Troop- 
ers obeying a mandate from above. In 
Chicago, men came voluntarily and 
eagerly to cast into the flames the 
printed pamphlets and circulars of a 
spirited political campaign—material 
no longer of value aftei the people 
had made their decision 


In th^ one case the product of the 


mind of thoughtful men was burn- 
ed because Authority had said "It 
is not good for you to read these 
things." In the other, men came of 
their own free will to • destroy sym- 
bolically the animosities which had 
temporarily divided them. 


And when the bonfires of Berlin 


had burned low and flickered out, 
there was a deepening of the dark- 
ness over the land, while in Chicago 
the very ashes of the fires seemed 
to glow with -illumination, and a 
dawn of good-will supplanted the 
dancing flames. 


It was precisely because men were 


unable to set aside politcal animosit- 
ies in Germany after election, that 
the German Republic sickened and 
died. Among multiple parties, none 
ever attained a majority. Even when 
in power, any party always had the 
others hanging to its flanks like a 
pack of hungry wolves, not in.critic- 
ism or even in opposition, -but in a 
savage obstructionism. The result was 
such a desperate longing for some 
kind of unity that the German peo- 
ple finally achieved it by truncheon 
and whip.

i -BUENOS AIRES — The advice 1 
can offer fellow Argentines visiting 
the United States for the first time 
is this—be yourself. 


Don't think yourself a Don Juan 


(and 
behave like one) because a 


North American girl accepts an in- 


i Vitation to spend an hour or an even- 
tog with you. And don't try to trans- 
form yourself into a New Yorker 
overnight by buying "Yankee" cloth- 
es. It won't work. 


The seven-thousand mile step from 


Buenos Aires to New York is an easy 
and happy one if the Argentine visitor 
will only help to make it so. North 
Americans at home are even more 
pleasant than abroad—friendly, quick 
to accept and entertain strangers— 
but they are quick to resent violat- 
ions of their hospitality. 


Mix With the Folks 


These ten commandments helped me 


through three pleasant months in 
the States. Perhaps they will help 
-other Argentine visitors also: 


1. Do not associate too much with 


other Latins. Make friends with and 
be with the North Americans. 
,2. Being a foreigner has certain ad- 
vantages and certain disadvantages- 
exploit the former and hide the lat- 
ter. There are few Argentines in the 
United States and the people arc in- 
terested hi us. 


3. Do not imitate North Americans. 


That which appears natural for them 
may.be artificial or forced1 in one 
of us. 
•4. Do not be impatient because so 
little is known about Argentina—it 
is part of your job to tell them of our 
city, our subway systems, our parks, 
our country. 
,5. When asked where you come 
from, explain what a great country 
Argentina is. But don't lie too much. 


Gasp at 'Biggest' Things 


6. When you are told—as you will 


be many times—that something is 
"the largest in the world" never for- 
get to admire it and let out a big, 
loud "O-O-O-OH." 


7. Accustom yourself to walk rap- 


idly, even if you are going nowhere 
and have nothing to do. 


8. Do not change your manner of 


dressing while in the United States. 


9. Never ask for anything that is 


not "standard." Life in the United 
States is based on standardization, and 
attempts to change it may result in 
embarrassing moments. 


10.- When a North American girl 


accepts an invitation to go out with 
you alone remember that acceptance 
does not signify a special interest 
on her part—she is used to accepting f 
such invitations from many of her 
friends. ' 


I found that the North American 


woman enjoys a degree of freedom 
worthy of admiration. To point out 
this independence from prejudice is 
one of the greatest' praises of North 
American civilization.

In some other Latin American coun-

tic of the "nouveaux riches: They have 
held secondary positions in the Unit- 
ed States but take relatively impor- 
tant positions on coming to Bra- 
zil, and the American dollar goes a 
long way. 


Comes the most difficult part of this

Brazilian likes his girl black-haired, 
dark-skinned, affable, quiet, affect- 
ionate and, above all, 10 per cent 
devoted to the man. But the American 
girl seems to us more the sports- 
woman, more independent, less af- 
fectionate. So we don't usually fail 
m love with her, though we admire 
her.
